SUBJECT: LABOR CLAIM IN UK AGAINST USG 

1. BRITISH FOREIGN OFFICE HAS TODAY INFORMED THE EMBASSY 
THAT YET ANOTHER CASE AGAINST THE USG HAS BEEN BROUGHT IN 
THE INDUSTRIAL TRIBUNALS, BURY ST. EDMUNDS, BY A BRITISH 
SUBJECT; MURRAY WRATHER, WHO WAS FORMERLY EMPLOYED BY THE 
CENTRAL BASE FUND, RAF BENTWATERS, WOODBRIDGE, SUFFOLK. 
INFORMATION ABOUT THIS LATEST CASE HAS BEEN REQUESTED FROM 
THE APPROPRIATE MILITARY AUTHORITIES AND WILL BE 
FORWARDED SOONEST. 

2. IN REPORTING THIS NEW LITIGATION, THE SIXTH SUCH CASE 
NOW PENDING (THE OTHERS: ERNEST HILEY, RAVINDER NATH. 

JOCKEY SAMUEL JAY, IRENE POFFLEY, GEORGE MYROSHNYCHENKO), 
THE FOREIGN OFFICE AGAIN INQUIRED WHEN THE USG WILL REACH 
A DECISION WHETHER OR NOT TO ACCEPT SERVICE OF PROCESS. 

3. THE ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL (CIVIL DIVISION). IN 
HIS LETTER OF APRIL 22, 1974 TO THE GENERAL COUNSEL, 

DEPARTMENT OF THE AIR FORCE, INDICATED THAT SOVEREIGN 
IMMUNITY WOULD NOT BE CLAIMED AND THAT THESE CASES WOULD 
BE HEARD IN THE BRITISH COURTS. THE LONDON LEGAL FIRM 

OF HERBERT OPPENHEIMER, NATHAN & VANDYKE WAS REPORTEDLY 
SELECTED TO REPRESENT THE USG. THERE THE MATTER RESTS, 
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OR TO MOVE THROUGH THE COURTS TO RESOLVE THE ISSUES. 

ALTHOUGH THE FOREIGN OFFICE IS OUTWARDLY EXERCISING GREAT 
PATIENCE, THEY SHOW SOME SLIGHT IRRITATION THAT THESE 
LEGAL FORMALITIES REMAIN UNRESOLVED. OTHER THAN 
REAFFIRMING THAT THE MATTER IS BEING GIVEN CAREFUL CON- 
SIDERATION, IS THERE ANY FURTHER WORD THAT THE DEPARTMENT 
RECOMMENDS BE PASSED TO THE FCO FOR RELAY TO THE 
INDUSTRIAL TRIBUNALS?
